To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  for  the  year  1955  and  as  in 
previous  years  I have  given  details  of  the  work  carried  out  as 
Divisional  Medical  Officer.  These  services  are  personal  health 
services  and  when  one  looks  at  the  wide  field  these  services 
cover  one  can  appreciate  the  comprehensive  nature  of  the 
services  offered  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  district. 

The  vital  statistics  make  interesting  reading.  The  number 
of  births  increased  by  112  to  469  or  an  increase  of  30%  for 
the  year.  This  extraordinary  increase  gives  a Birth  Rate 
(20-56)  well  above  that  of  England  and  Wales  (15-0)  and 
is  only  fractionally  lower  than  the  highest  birth  rate  in  the 
county.  With  such  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births,  an 
increased  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  1 year  might 
have  been  expected  but  instead  there  were  only  7 such  deaths 
compared  with  12  in  1954,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
of  14-93.  This  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  England 
and  Wales  (24-9)  and  is  easily  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded 
in  this  area.  The  Death  Rate  has  remained  practically  the 
same  as  in  1954. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  has  again  been 
very  low,  there  being  only  175  notified  cases  of  all  diseases. 
It  is  pleasing  to  report  for  the  eighth  successive  year  there 
have  been  no  confirmed  cases  of  Diptheria.  Unfortunately, 
despite  strenuous  efforts  by  the  health  staff  only  half  the 
children  under  5 years  are  immunised  against  the  dread 
disease  although  three  quarters  of  all  school  children  are  so 
protected.  The  number  of  Whooping  Cough  cases  remain  few 
and  it  appears  that  immunisation  against  this  disease  is 
beginning  to  have  an  effect. 

The  real  basis  of  all  public  health  work  viz.,  sanitation, 
clean  food  supplies,  water  borne  sewage,  cleansing  and 
refuse  removal,  pure  water,  etc.,  comprehensively  called 
environmental  hygiene,  is  so  often  taken  for  granted.  Some 
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of  this  work  is  a joint  responsibility  with  the  Health  and 
Surveyors’  Departments  and  a perusal  of  the  report  will  show 
a large  amount  of  routine  work  has,  as  usual,  been  carried 
out  and  the  health  of  the  community  safeguarded. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  valued  help  and  co-operation  and  also  to  all 
members,  professional  and  clerical,  of  the  staff  of  the 
Divisional  office. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I thank  you  and  all 
members  of  the  Council  for  your  help  and  courteous  reception 
throughout  the  year.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 
Population  and  Birth  Rate 

The  population  has  increased  from  20,170  to  21,430,  due, 
mainly,  to  the  erection  of  over  700  National  Coal  Board 
houses  adjoining  the  Council  housing  estate.  The  number  of 
births  showed  a marked  increase  from  357  to  469,  with  a 
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consequent  rise  in  the  Birth  Rate  from  16.63  t°  20.56 
(corrected).  There  were  19  illegitimate  births  compared  with 
8 in  the  previous  year.  The  Moral  Welfare  Committee  of  the 
Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster  and  Rotherham  continue  to  be 
most  helpful  in  these  cases  and  arrange,  with  financial 
assistance  from  the  W.R.C.C.,  accommodation  for  unmarried 
mothers  in  their  Homes. 

A table  is  appended  showing  the  survival  rate  of  all 
premature  babies  born  in  the  area. 


Deaths 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
in  this  area,  there  being  only  7 deaths  of  children  under  1 
year  of  age.  The  rate  of  14.93,  compared  with  41.0  in  1954, 
is  less  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  24.9.  It  is 
interesting  to  look  at  the  comparative  tables  in  the  adjoining 
page  and  to  notice  the  gradual  fall  of  the  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  since  1911  when  the  rate  was  actually  122.7.  R means 
that  in  1911  with  a population  of  6,650  there  were  216  births 
and  24  of  these  children  died  under  one  years  of  age,  compared 
with  1955,  a population  of  21,430,  469  births,  and  7 children 
dying  under  one  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  practically  the  same  as  last 
year,  210.  There  were  41  deaths  due  to  Cancer  in  1955, 
compared  with  43  in  1954;  there  were  7 deaths  from  Cancer 
of  the  Lung,  all  males.  Heart  Disease  or  associated  diseases 
continued  to  be  the  commonest  cause  of  death,  there  were  77 
such  deaths  compared  with  62  in  the  previous  year. 

Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  pregnancy  or 
childbirth. 

The  number  of  still  births  continued  at  a fairly  high  level, 
there  being  15  compared  with  14  in  1954.

1 — Child  Welfare  Service  and  Health  Visiting  Service 

The  tables  included  in  this  report  show  the  work  of  the 
Health  Visitors  in  relation  to  the  child  welfare  part  of  their 
duties.  Selective  home  visiting  is  all  important  and  these 
highly  trained  nurses  have  an  important  contribution  to  make 
to  the  upbringing  of  healthy  children. 

In  her  visits  to  the  home,  the  first  of  which  takes  place 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  midwife  ceases  attendance  on 
the  fourteenth  day,  the  health  visitor’s  advice  on  feeding  and 
care  of  the  baby  assumes  a very  practical  aspect.  Knowing 
the  mother  well,  and  being  well  received,  enables  the  health 
visitor  to  receive  confidences  on  any  other  family  problems 
which  may  be  worrying  the  mother  and  advice  and  practical 
help  can  be  given. 

To  supplement  the  home  visiting  there  are  the  Child 
Welfare  Centres  and  at  each,  centre  a medical  officer  attends. 
These  centres  are  in  no  way  treatment  centres  and  the 
accent  is  always  on  positive  health  and  health  education. 
Co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners  in  the  area  by 
health  visitors,  home  nurses  and  midwives,  is  important  to 
the  success  of  all  branches  of  public  health  work. 

In  connection  with  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  I would 
like  once  again  to  pay  a tribute  to  the  voluntary  workers. 
Their  help  is  invaluable  and  contributes  very  much  to  the 
smooth  running  of  the  clinics.

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2.  Maternity  Service 

Attendances  at  the  Ante-Natal  clinics  remain  constant. 
The  tendency  will  eventually  be  for  attendances  to  fall  as 
more  general  practitioners  establish  their  own  clinics.  Where 
these  have  be  .1  established  the  midwives  attend  them  along 
with  the  practitioner.  It  must  not  be  forgotten,  however,  that 
the  educative  part  of  an  ante-natal  clinic  is  important.  Advice 
is  given  on  diet,  the  hygiene  of  pregnancy,  mothercraft,  the 
provision  01  layettes,  provision  of  maternity  packs,  advice 
on  maternity  benefits,  and  relaxation  exercise.  Despite  the 
fact  that  sex  is  so  freely  discussed  nowadays  so  many  young 
mothers  having  thur  first  baby  have  just  no  idea  c.  what 
childbirth  means  and  many  have  fears  and  dreads.  The 
midwives  in  their  talks  explain  to  these  young  mothers  the 
mechanism  of  childbirth  and  allay  their  fears  by  explaining 
what  should  be  a perfectly  normal  event.

61  part-time  home  helps  employed  in  the  division  and  con- 
sidering the  variety  of  cases  the  complaints  have  been  \ ery 
few7  and  easily  rectified. 

It  is  not  now  considered  good  planning  to  have  large 
congregations  of  bungalows  for  aged  persons  but  the  small 
aggregations  of  such  bungalows  being  erected  by  this  authority 
make  the  provision,  where  necessary,  of  home  helps  for  the 
aged,  easier.  This  provision  of  aged  persons  bungalows  and 
the  services  of  home  helps  has  enabled  many  an  old  person  to 
remain,  as  so  many  earnestly  desire  to  do,  in  their  own 
home.

7.  School  Health  Service 

Every  school  child  is  examined  by  a whole-time  Medical 
Officer  on  entry  to  a primary  school,  in  the  last  year  at  a 
primary  school,  and  in  the  last  year  at  a secondary  school. 
Additional  special  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  request 
of  the:  parent  or  teacher  or  at  the  Medical  Officer’s  discretion. 
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When  the  medical  examination  reveals  a defect,  arrange- 
ments are  in  force  for  the  case  to  be  followed  up  and  the 
necessary  treatment  to  be  obtained. 

Minor  ailment  clinics  are  held  by  the  school  nurse  but 
the  numbers  attending  these  clinics  are  diminishing.  This  is 
probably  due  to  the  services  of  the  general  practitioner  being 
freely  available.  Visits  are  made  quarterly  for  head  inspection. 
Where  infections  by  nits  or  lice  are  found  these  are  followed 
up  in  the  school  and  at  home. 

No  school  dental  service  is  yet  available  for  this  division 
and  this  is  a matter  of  very  serious  regret.  For  the  last  four 
years  the  school  children  in  this  division  have  had  no  dental 
attention  but  steps  are  now  being  taken  to  establish  a central 
dental  clinic,  for  this  and  neighbouring  divisions,  in  Doncaster.

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9.  Speech  Therapist 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  replace  the  Speech  Therapist 
who  resigned  in  March,  1955. 

10.  Ambulance  Facilities 

This  scheme  is  still  operating  satisfactorily.  There  is  a 
free  ambulance  and  sitting  car  twenty-four  hour  service  for 
everyone.  The  vehicles  are  stationed  at  Yarborough  Terrace, 
Bentley,  and  are  available  on  request  from  doctors  and 
nurses  or  from  the  general  public  in  an  emergency. 

11.  Care  and  After-Care 

It  is  important  that  patients  who  have  been  treated  in 
hospital  by  consultants  either  medically  or  surgically  should 
receive  after-care  on  their  return  to  their  own  homes  to  ensure 
continued  benefit  from  the  treatment. 

Discharged  patients  who  require  nursing  assistance  either 
from  the  home  nurse,  midwife,  or  health  visitor,  are  notified 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who,  in  co-operation  with 
the  patient's  doctor,  arranges  for  the  necessary  service  to  be 
given. 

In  common  with  many  other  areas,  there  is  a serious 
shortage  of  beds  for  the  aged  chronic  sick  and  distressing 
cases  have  often  to  wait  for  admission.  The  home  nurse 
and  the  services  of  a home  help  can  occasionally  help  in 
these  conditions,  but  where  there  are  no  relatives  living  in 
the  house  or  near  at  hand,  the  only  solution  is  removal  to 
hospital. 

12.  Special  Examinations 

Throughout  the  year  special  examinations  are  carried  out 
for  the  Council  of  all  staff  (officials  and  workmen)  who  com- 
mence work  for  the  Council.  Medical  examinations  and 
consultations  are  also  held  with  members  of  the  staff  who 
have  prolonged  absence  with  sickness. 

Similar  examinations  are  carried  out  for  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  also  of  intending  teachers  prior  to 
admission  to  college.

Atmospheric  Pollution 


The  three  instruments  set  up  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Indus- 
trial Research  were  in  operation  throughout  the  year.  The 
results  are  appended. 
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It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  mechanical  firing  of  the 
colliery  furnaces  continues  to  be  most  satisfactory  and  little 
or  no  smoke  is  ever  seen  from  the  colliery  chimneys. 

Unfortunately,  the  same  satisfaction  cannot  be  expressed 
about  the  colliery  tip,  which  has  frequently  been  most  offen- 
sive. The  efforts  of  the  National  Coal  Board  officials  to  abate 
this  nuisance  have  not  led  to  the  slightest  improvement,  but 
the  extension  of  the  tip  which  is  now  being  carried  out  may 
help. 

The  emission  of  partly  charred  wood  Clippings  from  the 
chimneys  of  a wood  factory  caused  a serious  nuisance  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  houses  nearby.  As  no  improvement  was 
apparent,  statutory  action  was  taken  and  although  a final 
inspection  has  yet  to  be  made  the  nuisance  appears  much 
reduced.

By  the  end  of  the  year  926  new  houses  had  been 
completed  by  the  local  authority.  These  houses  are  let  on  a 
points  system,  and  15  per  cent,  continues  to  be  allocated  for 
special  cases  brought  forward  on  health  grounds  or  hardship. 
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The  five  areas  represented  were  the  subject  of  an  inquiry 
in  March.  Twenty-one  houses  were  involved  and  appeals  were 
made  against  the  order  by  three  owners,  one  being  subse- 
quently withdrawn . All  orders  were  confirmed. 

A further  selection  of  houses  has  been  made  for  statutory 
action. 

The  nuisance  caused  by  horse-drawn  vans  of  itinerant 
hawkers  continued  throughout  the  year.  Prosecutions, 
impounding  of  horses  and  other  actions  have  only  a temporary 
effect,  possibly  because  the  fines  imposed  are  small,  the  same 
people  being  prosecuted  more  than  once.  The  erection  of 
barrier  gates  has  kept  these  hawkers  out  of  two  axeas,  one 
of  which  was  particularly  badly  effected.  The  Toll  Bar  area  has 
been  most  seriously  affected,  and  the  Council  in  addition  to 
prosecuting  have  other  steps  in  mind.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

During  the  year  175  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  compared  with  244  cases  in  1954.  Measles  (109), 
Whooping  Cough  (7),  and  Scarlet  Fever  (38)  accounted  for 
most  of  the  cases. 

Five  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year. 
Four  of  these  were  the  paralytic  type  and  one  was  a non 
paralytic  type.  There  were  no  deaths. 

There  were,  also,  5 cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  and 
5 cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery.  Investigations  failed  to  reveal 
any  cause  of  the  Food  Poisoning.

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Preven- 
tion of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  or  under  Section  172 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1935. 


There  were  6 deaths  attributed  to  Tuberculosis  during 
the  year,  giving  a death  rate  of  0.28  per  1,000  population.

There  have  been  no  cases  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to 
notify.  The  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  are  prompt  in 
Iheir  notification  of  Tuberculosis. 
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Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis 

A special  committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established 
for  some  years.  The  committee  consists  of  lay  members  and 
representatives  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster 
and  district.  Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  committee 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  the  Doncaster 
County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing, 
bedding,  etc.  This  Committee  carries  out  most  ustiul  wont, 
and  the  advice  of  the  special  Health  Visitors  for  Tuberculosis 
is  always  available. 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  continues  to  prove  a most 
valuable  link  between  the  Consultant  at  the  Chest  Clinic  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Background  reports  are  sub- 
mitted to  each  officer,  and  this  home  visiting  enables  the 
chest  physician  to  be  assured  that  his  advice  is  being  carried 
out.  It  also  enables  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  con- 
sider the  housing  conditions,  and  if  these  can  be  improved 
the  Bentley  Council  is  always  most  willing  to  help. 

The  County  Council  also  provide  free  milk  up  to  two  pints 
per  day  to  cases  recommended  by  the' Tuberculosis  Officer. 

For  some  years  infant  contacts  of  open  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  have  received  B.C.G.  vaccination  as  a precau- 
tionary measure.  Last  year  the  scheme  was  extended  to  all 
children  of  13  years  of  age  irrespective  of  contact  with 
Tuberculosis.  With  the  consent  of  the  parents  these  children 
are  skin  tested  to  find  their  reaction.  If  the  reaction  is 
positive  no  further  action  is  necessary  as  such  a reaction 
indicates  that  the  child  has  developed  a protection.  If  the 
reaction  is  negative  the  child  is  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 

This  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  an  important  step  in  the 
protection  of  the  person  against  Tuberculosis  and  with  its 
successful  acceptance  other  age  groups  will,  no  doubt,  be 
included.
